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1. Hoyos and Paricio, two members of the Alianza Republicana Espanola, who 
came to France from Spain prior to 27 June 1946, reportedly are working 
actively for the establishment of a transition government through an 
understending between Spanish leftist groups and monarchiste. The Alianga 
Republicana Espanola is a coalition body of elements of the Republican 
Parties ~ Izquierda Union and Federal = forming part of the Alianze Nacional 
de Fusrzas Democraticas inside Spain. Hoyos and “aricio belong to the 
lzquierda Republicans, . 


2. Paricio was in london in late September, at which time he conversed with 
® British official by the name of W. Horefall-—Carter.* Attached is a 
trefslation of a letter from Horsfall—Carter which wes teken from Paricio'’s 
files. Parioio sometimes uses the nemes of Andres Lacorsan and Eduardo Palacios. 


3. On 24 October, Pariaio croased the frontier into Spain reportedly on a 
mission assigned to him following the reaching of an accord in Parisy 
Source states that he inteuded to contact the ARE as soon as possible 
and t> continue to work for the establishment of a campronige goverment. 
Pariclo was to use the pseudonym of Pedro Prada while on this mission. . 


4. On 4 November, a latter was sent to Hendaye to Parioio by General Juan 

Hernandez Serabia, Defense: Minister in the Giral Government. Since 

Paricio hed left for Spain, the letter was opened by Hoyos, who told

6. During the summer and fall, Hoyos and Paricto called on various outstanding 
. Spanish personalities in France in an effort to Turther their plans. 

Basque President Aguirre, Premier Giral, President Me tinez Barrio and 
Minister of the Interior Torres Campana received them coldly. ‘Torres 
Campana, in @ stormy interview with Hoyos, called Teotico Sevilla, former 
head of the ARE and at present imprisoned, a traitor to the republican 
cause and charged that the AFD had sold out to. the monarchists, He 
added that since the Communist and Socialist parties inside Spain had 
withdrawn their signatures to the ANFD manifesto of July, only the CNT 
and the ARE remained as endorsers of the document.* Hoyos replied that 
the ANFD had not sold out to anybody, that the Socialists inside Spain 
had edited the manifesto in question rather than the Republicans, and 
that if the sirel Government wished to align itself with the Communists, 
so much the worse for the vovernment. The Communists in Spain, Hoyos 
said, had attacked the AIFD violently, and were supporting the iral : 
Government as the only solution to the Spanish problem for selfish reasons. 
In an interview, Giral gave Hoyos to understand that he and Paricio were 
not welcome in Government circles. Following their cool reception in Paris, 
Hoyos and Yaricio. moved to southern France.

The document affirms the ANFD's support of republi- 
canism, butsppeals to all anti-Franco sectors to cooperate in the over 
throw of the present regime and advocates the holding of a plebiscite.
